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SOME  BANQUET  IN  1928 


A  special  medal,  struck  in  both  silver  and  bronze,  was  issued  in 
1928  to  commemorate  the  100th  meeting  of  the  Detroit  Coin  Club.  You  may 
recall  the  Jan/77  article  ih  the  JUNK  BOX  telling  of  ten  different 
issues  of  Detroit  Coin  Club  medals.  The  article  started  with  the  one 
issued  for  the  15>0th  meeting,'  Now  a  story  comes  to  light,  in  the  August 
1928  issue  of  the  Numismatist,  showing  pictures  of  this  medal.  The 
bust  of  Abraham  Lincoln  appears  on  the  reverse.  The  obverse  is  the  same 
as  the  later  Detroit  Coin  Club  issues. 

The  date  was  June  21  in  1928,  and  the  special  place  for  the  banquet 
was  the ^Detroit  Elks  Temple.  Thirty-two  folks  sat  down  to  that  feast 
for  their  100th  meeting.  For  over  4  years  they  had  met  regularly  twice 
monthly  in  their  regular  meeting  room  in  the  Dime  Bank  Building,  but  this 
was  special.  Would  you  have  liked  to  have  been  there?  One  of  us  was. 

CLIFTON  A.  TEMPLE,  Mich-TAMS  #3 9^> ,  who  had  11  weeks  earlier  become  a 
member  of  the  ANA  #3317,  is  listed  as  one  of  the  32  present.  Next  April 
will  be  50  years  of  that  membership.  His  1928  address  was  1247  Coplin 
Ave.  Possibly  Cliff  can  tell  us  why  Lincoln  was  chosen  to  adorn  that 
medal.  Grinnell  was  president  then  of  the  DCC,  guest  of  honor  for  the 
evening  was  ANA  Pres  Chas  Markus  of  Davenport  Iowa,  and  toastmaster  was 
Edward  A  Hoar©,  ANA  Dist  Secy  and  organizer  for  the  DCC.  Telegrams  were 
read  from  Farran  Zerbe  and  Julius  Guttag.  A  Mr.  Ritzenhein  and  a  Miss 
Sullivan  of  Grinnell  Bros  were  each  given  a  medal  for  the  excellent  offal: 
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PRESIDENT  PAUL  NEEDS  OUR  HELP

MICHIGAN  GHOST  TOWN 


Just  found  last  Sunday  July  10  is  an  unlisted  Michigan  trade  token, 
unlisted  in  Ray  Olson’s  mavericks  listing,  and  unlisted  by  Cunningham. 
Members  of  the  Mich  Treasure  Hunters,  home  based  in  the  Livonia- West  land 
area,  toured  to  NW  Crawford  CountyY~NW  of*** Grayling,  where  Deward  Mich 
used  to  be.  Among  the  findings  of  the  day  with  metal  detectors  were  3 
tokens,  alike.  Member  Dave  Tourangeaux  of  the  MTH  found  one  of  them  and 
gives  us  this  verbal  description!  "it  is  slightly  larger  than  a  quarter, 
I  believe  copper,  and  says  MILL  BOARDING  HOUSE,  ESTATE  OF  D.  WARD,  and 
GOOD  FOR  ONE  FREE  MEAL,"  Dave  has  said  he  will  bring  the  token  to  show 
at  a  future  meeting.  Apparently  the  town  derived  its  name  from  D.  Ward, 
A  population  listing  in  1930  shows  318  persons,  another  in  1937  shows 
only  10,  and  I  believe  now  the  town  is  uninhabited. 

This  week’s  speaker  at  the  MTH  meeting  was  the  n&tionally  known 
author  on  coinshooting,  H,  Glen  Carson  of ’ Colorado,  who  showed  slides 
of  many  Colorado  mining  ghost  towns.  He  closed  his  talk  with  the  slide 
showing  a  rough  looking  scalloped  trade  token  of  Tabasco  Colo,  G/F  a 
drink  at  the  bar,  believed  to  be  unique  for  that  bar.  Glen  sold  the 

token  to  a  lady  for  $35*  ;

St  Louis  Expo,  so  they  guessed  at  #12.  and [settled  at  m&z , 
Sometime  later,  in  the  mailbld  sale- of  GEORGE  RINSLAND  #15>I  Y 

one  like  it  appeared  as  lot  #778  with  an  estimate  of  ^115.00. 

This  piece  says  LEGAL  TENDER,  but  it  wasn’t.  It  Is  the  WHirrnh 
DOLLAR,  H&K  #832,  brass  but  like  our  1878  silver  dollar,  incuse  reverse 
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
